MASTERS OF DECEIT 



The finest book of our time on the subject of Communism in America has just 
been written by J. Edgar Hoover, the Director of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. This book is entitled Masters of Deceit; The Story of Communism 
in America and How to Fight It . The publication date for this book is March 10, 
1958. This book represents almost forty years 1 experience on the part of 
Mr, Hoover in the investigation of subversive elements in the United States, 
and it is written in a factual, thought -provoking manner. Actual experiences 
of former members of the Communist Party are utilized throughout to demon- 
strate why persons join and later leave the Communist Party. The formation 
and manipulation of Communist front organizations by the Communist Party is 
perhaps the most important chapter of this book. Many excellent books have 
been written by former members of the Communist Party, but the usual weakness 
of these books lies in the fact that they represented one man's opinion, and 
often this individual's vantage point in the Communist Party did not give him 
a broad, comprehensive picture of the Party activities. Mr. Hoover's book,

SOCIALIST YOUTH CONFERENCE 



Youth in the United States, as everywhere, has always been the prime! target 
of Communist attack. Unsuspecting young people in this country havejbeen 
drawn into the net of Communist thought -control by the Communist Party, 
usually under the guise of protecting their civil liberties. As an example 
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of this technique, there was held in Chicago on February i and 2, 1958, 
a midwest conference entitled "Prospectives for Socialist Youth", which 
was held at the Ida Noyes Hall at the University of Chicago, and this 
conference was held under thfe sponsorship of the Socialist Youth Committee 
of Chicago. There were ninety-five students and young people attending 
this meeting, representing educational institutions in the Twin Cities; 
Philadelphia; Madison, Wisconsin; New York City; Denver; Los Angeles; 
Chicago; Detroit; and Yellow Springs, Ohio. The first literature put out 
concerning this conference would indicate to the uninitiated in Communist 
tactics that this was to be a conference for young people to discuss 
socialism in this country. Subsequent literature indicated that the prime 
concern of this conference would be with the "state of our civil liberties" 
in the United States, and the following are some of the items that were 
discussed at this conference: "the witch-hunt on the college campus", 
"Army 'security' and civil liberties", "the right to travel abroad", "the 
case of Morton Sobell", "freedom for political prisoners --the Green-Winston 



Concerning the first point, the witch-hunt on the campus, the speaker at 
this conference alluded to the fact that we must diligently work to re- 
store academic freedom on campuses throughout the United States, If one 
were to believe the speaker, this would indicate that there is no academic 
freedom on the campus, and that only the Communists and Socialists are 
interested in restoring such freedom. Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Concerning the second point, the Army security and civil liberties 
problem, Isadore Warwick was the main speaker concerning this, and he 
reviewed his own case in which he was discharged as a security risk by 
the Army. Concerning the third point on the agenda, the right to travel, 
the speakers who spoke on this subject attacked Secretary of State Dulles' 
ruling that the passports of all those young Americans who attended the 
Moscow Peace Festival were to be invalidated. The fourth point, the case 
for Morton Sobell, was again discussed along the typical Communist Party 
line that Morton Sobell and the Rosenbergs had been unjustly convicted, 
and that there was no evidence that they were guilty. The fifth item, 
^re«dcmirfor*poll.l:lctflr*prlrscrneTB'7nElie' Green^Winston case,~deale~basically 
with the conviction of Gil Green and Henry Winston, both national leaders 
of the Communist Party who are presently in jail for violation of the 
Smith Act. 

One of the principal speakers at this conference was Eugene Feldinan, the 
editor of the "Southern Newsletter",, a Communist publication. Feldman 
has been identified as having been the chairman of the Communist Party at 
High Point, North Carolina, and the southern representative for the Daily 
Worker throughout the South. Sam Reed, who was recently convicted for 
falsely signing a non-Communist affidavit required by the Taft-Hartley Act, 
also spoke concerning the alleged injustice of his conviction. Throughout 
this two-day conference, the Communists were in excellent control of the 
agenda, and by spotting their speakers throughout the program, they were 



assured of continued control and influence over the young people in atten- 
dance at this meeting. Undoubtedly, most of the young people attending this 
conference are not now Communists, but many of them have now started on the 
road toward membership in the Communist Party or assisting the Communist 
Party through its front organizations. 



THE NAKED GOD 

Howard Fast, the most important literary figure in the Communist Party 
in the last fifteen years, and the most honored writer in the United States 
insofar as the Soviet Union is concerned, has publicly resigned from the 
Communist Party and has written a book entitled The Naked God , describing 
his experiences in the Communist Party and his reasons for having left. 
This is the same individual who in 1953 received the Stalin Peace Prize in 
the amount of $25,000.00. Fast, in the last fifteen years, has written 
approximately twelve books, most of which are excellently written, but 
nonetheless they are all slanted along the Communist Party line. Millions 
of copies of his books and articles have been reproduced in the Soviet 
Union, and his slanted version of conditions in America has done much to 
picture Americans in Russia as being a war -monger ing, decadent type of 
people. 

In his book, Fast bares his soul, and throughout you detect a picture of 
an angry man, who for thirteen years gave everything to the Communist 
Party and ended up disillusioned. He has taken the first step in becoming 
again a useful citizen in this country, however he has a long way to go. 
Even though he has broken with the Communist Party, he still attacks the 
position of our government with respect to the Communist Party and the 
conviction and imprisonment of Communist Party leaders. Basically, he 
attacks the national and international leaders of the Communist movement 
throughout the world, however he describes the rank and file of the 
Communist Party in the United States as being "gentle, selfless and 
endlessly sacrificing men and women". Perhaps Fast's summation concerning 
the Communist Party will best illustrate what the Communist Party is doing 
to this country, when he says: "We took the noblest dreams and hopes of 
mankind as our credo; the evil we did was to accept the degradation of our 
own souls--and because we surrendered in ourselves, in our own party ex- 
istence, all the best and most precious gains and liberties of mankind-- 
because we did this we betrayed mankind, and the Communist Party became 
a thing of destruction." Concerning the Hungarian revolution, Fast stated: 
"From Hungary and its tragedy we learned of a new kind of socialism- - 
socialism by slaughter and terror. A life long structure of belief (in the 
Communist Party) lies shattered around me." 



ILLINOIS COMMITTEE FOR FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 

This Committee was organized by the Communist Party in Illinois several 
years ago for the express purpose of raising funds for their publications. 
It is strictly a "paper" organization and its official address is Room 402, 
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189 West Madison Street, Chicago, which is the of f ice rf the Communist 
Party headquarters. 

This organization sponsored a "mass rally" at Curtiss Hall, 410 South 
Michigan Avenue, Chicago, on January 18, 1958, and Robert Thompson, 
National Committee member of the Communist Party, USA, was their featured 
speaker. This is the same Thompson who was a Communist Fugitive and who 
was captured by the FBI in August, 1953, in a remote Communist hideout in 
the Sierra Mountains in California. Thompson attacked John Gates (former 
editor of the Daily Worker and who resigned from the Communist Party two 
1 months ago) and charged him with collaboration with reactionary forces in 
putting the Daily Worker temporarily out of existence. Thompson stated 
that their Sunday edition, the Worker , would continue publication and that 
they have intentions of moving the Worker to Chicago. According to 
Thompson, this move would have several advantages, since it would be more 
in the center of the country and would be able to take a more active part 
in the affairs of trade unions and industry. There were approximately 
two hundred and fifty persons in attendance and their customary collection 
speech netted them $405.40, and thirty new subscriptions to the Worker. 



COUNCI L NOTES 



There are now one -hundred and three companies supporting the ASC on an 
annual membership dues basis.

"We have here a book on the subject of communism, 
and last week I told you that we were going to discuss two 
books today on the subject of communism and perhaps at the end 
put together our thinking about both of these books. This one, 
the first, is ! Masters of Deceit 1 by J, EDGAR HOOVER, the head, 
of course, of our FBI, 

"I am happy to say that HOOVER has given us an ob- 
jective book, a book that doesn't try to blacken anybody or 
doesn't try to produce too much fear although he does feel 
that the communist threat in this country, in its national move- 
ment, is something of which we must all be aware and cautious. 
He starts off with a discussion in three chapters of MARX's 
contribution to communism, of LENIN 1 s, and STALIN 1 s. 

"He then comes to the founding of the Communist Party 
in this country in 1922 and the first charter from Moscow, 
pointing out very firmly from that time that the Communist 
Party was not an indigenous party growing up in the United 
States but was a dictated party from Moscow* He then goes 
nto a discussion of who are communists, and why, and why do 
eople leave the Communist Party? And he tells us many stories 
bf individuals about whom he knows and their reasons, 

"There is then a discussion of the organization of 
the Communist Party and how it functions and, perhaps of great- 
est importance to us, how the Communist Party in this country 
uses innocent people as dupes for their front organizations. 

"Let's look at some of the kinds of things that the 
Communist Party pushes, and naturally they are able to find 
many innocent people to be for because they sound so noble -- 
increase trade with all countries including the communist bloc 
to provide hundreds of thousands of new jobs for the young 
people, outlaw all mass destruction weapons — atomic bombs, pro- 
mote universal disarmament for peace, repeal all oppressive 
legislation and restore the Bill of Rights, appropriate more 
money for schools, community centers, etc. 

"It goes on to state for window dressing they always 
support items desired by most of the people, lower taxes, higher 
wages, better housing, old age security, higher farm income. 
These are thoroughly legitimate interests. To support these 
aims and many others is not to be a communist. The Party is 
simply attempting to exploit such interests for its own selfish 
aims . 
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"And this is important for us because the communists 
mistrust and dislike the liberal — the true liberal — because 
the liberal is trying to achieve these things within our demo- 
cratic processes. The communists, of course, are using these 
things as fronts in order to stir up agitation, in order to 
stir up world propaganda, in order to divide the people of a 
community or of the nation. 

"And so those of us who have worked in liberal causes 
are very conscious of the fact that we must continue to believe 
in the things we do believe in and work for them- -not be scared 
off but at the same time make sure we are working within demo- 
cratic principles.

"he was against communism, but he wrote against 
it, and I reprinted one of the articles against 
the bulk of communism, is more appropos to the 
problems that face us today than the problems 
are in the daily press or even in STALIN 1 s books* 

"Take the book that has just been introduced by 
HOOVER. It to me is a very negative approach. 
You don't get anywhere by jailing people or by 
passing laws against thinking. The communists 
have found that out because their totalitarian 
systems are falling apart. We have had it in 
Hungary, and we have had it in Poland, and we 
will have it here soon. Now my approach and 
MARX's approach is the positive approach against 
the negative one of HOOVER. It is that people 
live and die for ideas. You must fight the com- 
munists in the global struggle for the struggle 
of minds with ideas of freedom. Now Marxism is 
a theory of liberation. ,! 
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!, I would like to differ with you also. If 
t>u don ! t mind my putting you on the spot. I 
am sure you don't mind. I feel that the dynamic 
idea of our democracy and freedom of speech and 
rights for all people is the most dynamic idea 
that the world has ever seen, and your sugges- 
tion that in the thirties all the people who 
were working for equal opportunities were left 
wingers and fellow travelers I can't buy, 
frankly." 

"Well, first of all, it is greatly documented 
in many studies that the Communist Party made 
a shambles of independent liberal thought, and 
I believe it made a shambles of it not because 
you were searching for them but because you 
didn't have a comprehensive theory. We are all 
too proud of being pragmatists and then we 
don't go to the source of it which is the work- 
ing class. 

"I believe that the ivorkers kept farther away 
from the Communist Party than did the intellec- 
tual. It's all documented both in my work and 
there was a Princeton study which shows how 
they have done. I believe that the present 
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"struggle on their part for peace will once 
again get the liberals in a popular front 
unless the liberals learn that the only reason 
the communists parade around this false banner 
is because they are not Marxists, is because 
they know the power of attraction in all of the 
colonial world that Marxism has, and you have 
to know that in order to fight them with it."

"It seems to me that really in both of these 
points of view there is something — in the 
alignment of them — there is something still 
missing and that, it seems to me, is a great 
weapon against any kind of orthodoxy or any 
kind of merely defensive attitude which is the 
great creativity we have had in these very in- 
stitutionalised things such as government and 
social reforms, which are still going forward 
and many things which I don't believe that Mr. 
MARX was able to foresee at all." 

"Well, and in the advancement of the American 
worker and his opportunity to share in the 
profits of the company — all of these were 
certainly not taken into his thinking. 

"Well, it is a very vital kind of discussion 
that we have been having here today. I hope 
you have enjoyed it and we will be back with 
you now in just a moment more."
